It is with some pride that | can say that during my terms as President, | feei that 
we (the officers who served during these very difficult periods), have made significant 
progress and improvements which will benefit the N.C.N.A. in future years.

The N.C.N.A. leadership had 
become somewhat stagnant however, and very little consensus could be reached for 
changes which were required for the transition from a Coin Show organization to one 
which would provide considerably reduced benefits to the numismatic community. 
This “transition”, was forced upon the N.C.N.A. by changes in the numismatic market 
and circumstances beyond our control. | believe that we have come “full circle” and 
the N.C.N.A. is now in a position to regain our leadership role. 


Your Officers are currently seriously exploring the possibility of starting N.C.N.A. 
Coin Shows again and it is our hope to provide more services to our members and the 
numismatic community of northern California. | ask for the support of our membership 
to achieve these goals. 


| am very happy to announce that your new President, Gordon R. Donnell, has 
also been selected as the recipient of the 1996 “Ron Miller’ Award. Gordon’s 
nomination was approved at our November Board meeting and Gordon will be 
presented with his “Ron Miller’ award medal during the Joint Christmas Party of the 
Fairfield Coin Club and the Vallejo Numismatic Society.

THE MINTMASTER'S QUILL: An Editor's Prerogative 


My Friends, 


The headline read 'Stack's Hits $5 Million" and the cover story photograph 
pictured two rare gold Eagles ($10.00) making record bids; so, the cover page of 
the December 24, 1996 Numismatic News Issue proclaimed. 


To some in our hobby this headline--and others like it often reported in 
both Numismatic News and its compatriot Coin World--confirm that our hobby has 
priced itself out of the average person and become a realm of the very rich-- 
remember the recent promotion photograph of Bill Cosby holding some rare coin-- 
and reverted to being the ‘hobby of kings', rather than the 'king of hobbies’. 


The facts of record mega-prices, the arguments of investment, and the dom- 
ination of a few huge coin businesses--something unknown fifty or so years ago-- 
cannot be disputed nor dismissed; however, what is forgotten is that our noble 
"king of hobbies' is far more than increasing prices, rare coins, and ceaseless, 
and worthless, commemorative coinages of the United States Mint. 


Yes, the traditional goals of Morgan Dollars or classical commemoratives or 
Lincoln Cents may have become impossible for the average person; but, this 'king 
of hobbies' was, and remains, a most benevolent and bountiful sovereign. If one 
is pervious, desirous, and inquistive, there is much more in his vast kingdom to 
enjoy, to enhance, and to educate. Let these following thoughts be some options. 


Silver Rounds Here the potential is unlimited. Most coin clubs issue silver 
rounds, and some organized bodies do so also. These look like coins; are round like 
coins; many have great artwork, and all are in silver. Two groups exist to promote 
silver rounds--the International Association of Silver Art Collectors (IASAC) and 
the local Solano Silver Round Club (SSRC)--and silver round enthusiasts are among 
the most sincere, supportive, and least self-serving among all coin hobbyists. 


Woods Here, again, the potential is unlimited. The roster of who or what 
is doing, or has done, woods, virtually all being very cheap or even free, includes 
coin clubs, restaurants, individuals, and so on. This hobby has the unique advan- 
tage of exchange, because many of it participants enjoy making and sharing their 
woods. Here several organized groups exist, and for our area, it is the Western 
Wooden Money Club (WWMC). 


Foreign Coins To us Americans, the nearly two hundred independent nations 
across two wide oceans may seem remote to collecting our own silver dollars or 
Lincoln Cents or losing money on the recent dated United States Mint commemoratives; 
but--and this is a big 'but'--remember the Krause Catalog, the telephone book, is 
four-times thicker than the Red Book. Enough Said. 


Like-Money With debit cards, phone cards, facsimile promotion money, or 
even play money (does anyone collect Monopoly game money?), there is a whole new 
realm of collecting, opening new potential which exceeds the previous three. Elect- 
ronic Money Will Be The Money Of The 2lst Century. Credit cards are already collect- 
ed, and phone cards are less than a score old (remember the 'old' phone company?).

The point is 
that our hobby is not restricted nor reduced to a few with thousands--nay, hundreds 
of thousands--in dollars to spent, and it can only be restricted nor reduced less 
by one's own lack of imagination, initiative, interest, or intensity.
